FSomorset's Grab Law.

“Tne statement that Stanford hes 
been promised Judge Holland's posi- 
tion accounts for the sudden dropping 
out of the Somerset man. 

Now your valuable paper has deen 
uniformly fair and generously compli- 
mentary to me in the past, and I am 
sure will give me space, in your ool - 
umns, to contradict the statements 
above quoted, and to correct the er- 
roneous impressions which ita readers 
may have derived therefrom. 

As a matter of ‘fact, which should 
be stated as due Governor Crothers as 
well as myself, the Governor has nev- 
er directly or indirectly promised me 
anything, much leas s Judgeship, and 
furthermore, I have never directly or 
indirectly asked him to do so, or ex- 
changed a word, spoken or written, 
with him on the ,subject of the exist- 
ing or future selection of Judges, in 
this or any other Circuit. 

A moment's reflection upon the fact 
that Governor Orothers has earnestly 
striven tp retain his appointee, Judge 
Henry, as Ohief Judge, whilst I, with 
equal earnestness, notwithstanding the 
Governor's appointment of Judge Hen- 
ry have advocated and still am advé- 
cating the nomination of Mi. John R. 
Pattison, the successfal opponent of 
Judge Henry in the recent Dorchester 
Primaries, should couvince the most 
dubious of the fact that even were I 
so disposed I could not under the cir- 
cumstances seek or likely obtain favor 
in this matter at the Randa of the 
Governor nor is it expected by me. 

On the contrary, I have been more 
concerned in the exerojse of my priv- 
ilege and best judgement, with pro- 
moting the uomination by the ap- 
proaching Jodioial Convention in this 
Cirouit of both Mr. Pattison as Chief 
Jodge, and Judgs Jones, as Associate 
than with any aspirations of myself 
or any one else for preferment by way 
of appoinsment as Judge Holland's 
sūonessor, when he retires in April, 
1911, 

Furthermore, I would state that I 
join with Governor Orothers and other

At firat glance it may appear that 
the lack of interest displayed in the 
direct primary yesterday demonstrates 
that it isa poor method of curbing 
the power of the organization's; that 
the machine can work its will as 
readily in a primary as in a conven- 
tion.

LESSON FOR SUNDAY | 


a To Give Clea Clearer “Knowledge 
Seriptoral Unity. 

Paul's Instructions to the Thessalon 
ians:—I Thessalonians V; 2-24; 

Place—Gorinth. - 

Time—A, D. 52, 

Three weeks ago we studied Paul's 
visit to and founding the churoh in 
the cityof Thessalonica. The teach- 
ers of our Sanday Sohools might profit- 
ably turn back to that event and 
briefly review “the stirring events 
which acoompanied the first efforts of 
the Apostle and his oo-laborers to 
found: the ohuroh in Theasalonica, be- 
fore seeking to teach the. lesson of to- 
morrow. ; 

The International Committee has eo 
arranged the lessons of this year that 
the teachers and scholars of the Sun- 
day Schools of the world may study 
the histary of the planting of the 
ohurch in the Abt“ and the train- 
ing of the church in the ‘*Episties’’ 
at the same time, and thus give ua a 
better and olearer knowledge of- the 
unity of the New Testament sorip- 
tures. 

This epistle to the Thessalonians is 
probably the earliest piece of Ohrist- 
ian writing in existence. It is certain- 
ly the firat epistle of the Apostle Paul 
to the church which he founded, and 
was written during the time the 
Apostle’s ministry in Corinth and was 
written from that city. The occasion 
of the writing of this letter was the 
return of Timothy, whom Paul had 
sent back to Thessalonica, that he 
might hear whether they stand fast ın 
their Christian calling. On his return 
from this mission Timothy joined 
Paul at Corinth with a report cheer- 
ing on the whole, yet uot without its 
grave side, concerning the believers 
at Theesaslonica; and the first Epistle 
is the apostolic message in these olr- 
oumstances, For this reason the Epis- 
tle is largely local and personal, but 
the sention from which the lesson is 
taken is of universal application as it 
contains admonitions and rales of life 
for the Ohurch of all ages. 

St. Paul begins with an exhortation 
to a dutiful conduct toward the min- 
isters of the church. He would have 
the members of the church to treat 
those who are appointed for the gov- 
ernment of the church with respect 
and esteem. The ministers appointed 

are to be unwearied in laboring, faith- 
fal in admonition and ever mindfal of 
the fact that they labor in thé Lord,“ 
and not in any personal superiority 
whatever. The faithful minister of 
Jesua Uhrist who labors for the salva- 
tion of sinnere;* in the edification of 
Obristiana and the regeneration of 
society are to be known, loved, es- 
teemed by the church and community 
in which he labors, and is to be sup- 
ported by the prayera and voluntary 
contributions of the church to which 
he ministers. He is one who labors 
not for the ‘‘meat that perisheth’’ bat 
as one who must give an acobunt. 


“Tis not a cause of small import, 
The pastor’s dare demands; 


But what might fill an angel's heart 


And filled a Saviour’s hands. 


But what is the work of the minis- 
ter? It is to ‘admonish,’ that is to 
reprove, rebuke, warn men. Parity 
of doctrine ia essential to the health 
of the church but righteousness of life 
comes even before that. It is also 
to comfort the feeble minded, that 
is to encourage the faint hearted,” 
to comfort in affliction, to strengthen 
in temptation, to stimulate when 
weary and tired with the struggle of 
life, to support the weak, that is 
to hold up those who are weak in the 
faith. There are those in every con- 
gregation whose hold on Christ is 
very slight ond it is ‘the duty of the 
minister and leaders of the ohurch to 
take hold on them and support them 
until such time as they are able to 
stand alone. Sometimes thegweakness 
of faith is due to ignorance beoause 
they know little about the gospel 
sometime it is due to unsteadiness of 
character because of a life time of evil 
habit behind them. These all are to 
be helped held up encouraged, sup- 
ported. The minister as others must 
be patient with the weaknesses and 
sins of men and not look for perfec- 
tion among the members of the 
Ohurch. He must see that none 
render evil-for evil,“ but follow that 
which is good. The old law of an 
eye for an eye“ ia abrogated in the 
gospel of Obrint, No man calling him - 
self a Ohristian can retaliate but 
through Ohrist, he must do good un- 
to all men, and especially to those 
who are of the household of faith, 

The Old Testament, with its relig- 
ion of law, permitted a man to re- 
vonne a wrong but the New Teata- 
ment, with ite religion of grace and 
truth, anya vengence is mine, I will 
repay, saith the Lord; also ‘‘ resist 
not evil, but whosoever will smite 
thee on thy right cheek, turn to him 
sag Su sp also. 

ow some one will say this {fs 
hard gospel but the churoh and the

Roosevelt on Temperance. 

“It is of incalculable consequence 
to the man himself that he should 
be sober and temperate, and it is of 
even more consequence to his wife 
and ‘children, for it is a hard and 
cruel fate that in this life of ours 
the' sins of the man are often visited 
most heavily upon those whose wel- 
fare should be his one special care. 
For the drunkard, for the man who 
loses, his job because he cannot con- 
trol or will not control his desire 
for the liquor and for vicious pleas- 
ure, we have a feeling of anger and 
contempt mixed with our pity, but 
for, his unfortunate wife and little 
ones we feel only pity, and that et 
the deepest and tenderest kind. 
Everything possible should be done 
to encourage the growth of that spir- 
it of self-respect, self-restraint, self- 
reliance, which, if it only grows 
enough, is certain to make all those 
in whom it shows itself move stead- 
ily upward toward the highest stand- 
ard of American citieznship.

cal commissary; and now investigar 
tions carried on by many of the 
great insurance companies are em- 
phasising the startling conclusion of 
actuaries that teetotalers, as a class, 
live from 20 to 60 per cent. longer 
fhan moderate drinkers.

sions of the State and Federal Bu- 
preme Courts themselves without an 
attempt at original sentimental ar- 
gument.

Vilest of Cowards, Living Upon dar“ 
bage THrown into Streets Cats 


Live on Terms of Perfect Amity 
with the Dogs. 


In the dog-infested cities of the Ori- 
end, hydrophobia.is seldom heard of; 
The dogs of Constantinople are nearly 
as thick Gk mosquitoes in Harlem or 
Staten Idlind. In certain quartéra of 
the Turkish capital they lie so thick 
upon the sidewalks that the people 
are obliged to take to the middle of 
the street or carry stout sticks to 

rive them away. A traveler sayn: 
These brutes are four-stroke-proof 
gentlemen—one stroke on the head to 
awaken them, another on the legs to 
let them feel they are_awake, a third 
on the face to make them get up, and 
a fourth behind to help them to run 
away.” 

There are at least 225,000 dogs in 
Constantinople, which has a popula- 
tion of 1,150,000. They are the vilest 
of cowards, and are the scavengers 
of the city, Mving upon the garbage 
which is thrown into the streets, upon 
one another, upon cats and rats and 
dead Turks in the burial grounds. 
They live in clans, Each clan has its 
territory, and woe to the unfortunate 
that strays out of his balliwick. He 
is instantly devoured. Cats the num 
ber of which no one pretends to esti- 
mate live on terms of perfect amity 
with the dogs of their district, even 
sleeping in the street with them; but 
the feline so imprudent as to venture 
along the ground outside of its own 
quarter ia sudden food for the canines 
of the territory intruded upon. But 
cats are wise; they stroll miles and 
miles over the roofs, entering such 
houses as they find accessible in their 
ramble and freely helping themselves 
to the good cheer of the larder, 

No tame blow has any effect upon a 
pack of Turkish dogs when a stranger 
is once surrounded. Nothing will 
scatter them but a howl of pain from 
one of the leaders of the clan or a cry 
from a natlve— Hulst! huist! huist!” 
The stranger soon learns to deliver 
death-dealing blows without mercy 
when the dogs attack him, and to let 
them severely alone when they do not 
annoy him. A burly Englishman 
made a resolution that whenever a 
dog barked at him to strike the next 
one he came to, and to this plam stuck 

so closely that the dogs soon esased 
to give him annoyance and the Turks 
dubbed him “the dog-bastinading Bhise- 
our.” 

Constantinople is nearly surrounded 
by burial grounds. The custom is to 
Inter in a coffin-and batten it down 
with boards, but the body is not more 
than from 8 to 12 inches beneath the 
surface, and easily gotten at by the 
dogs, which, on account of the slop- 
ing ground of most pf the cemeteries, 
can easily enter a coffin without dis- 
turbing much of the surface of the 
grave and find not only savory food in 
the dead Mussulman's tomb but also 
cheap and comfortable lodging if tho 
Weather be severe. 

It-is sald that scores of people are 
bitten daily by the dogs of Constanti- 
nople, but that a case of hydrephobia 
was never known there, Three cen 
turies ago Nassuf Pasha, Grand Vizier 
to Achmet III., transported all tho 
dogs to Asia, and would have had 
them destroyed there, but the Sultan, 
on consulting the Mufti, was told that 
every dog had a soul, and consequent- 
ly forbade such wholesale destruction, 
After the slaughter of the Janissaries, 
Mahoud intended to get rid of thei, 
for he caused an immense number, of 
sausages (1) to be made, and having 
poisoned them gave the dogs a-feast. 
Many thousands were thus killed in 
one day: but the people murmured sọ 
much that he was afraid to begin a 
second day’s work. He therefore or- 
dered them to be expelled to Asia, but 
the order was very indifferently exe 
cuted, and in a short time the dogs | 
were as numerous as during the time 
of the Janissaries.

A Useful Appliance for the Bee Yard. 

But we have used the cage to very 
good advantage in catching swarms 
just coming out. One or two of them 
are kept handy in the yard; and if a 
swarm is seen coming out, one of 
these cages is clapped immediately 
over the hive from which it is com- 
ing.. Even if some of the bees have 
gone out’ they will soon come back 
and. cluster around outside while the 
rest ot their companions are cluster- 
ed inside. 

In the drawing here shown it will 
be observed that the swarm is cluster- 
ed on top of the cage, As soon as they 
are all ott, the cage and all is picked 
up at the intersection of the cross- 
Pieces. at the top, set over the hive 
ready to receive them, when the cage 
is given a jounce on the ground. A! 
little later on it is given another 
‘bump until the bees have entered 
their new home. 

Of course, this method of catching 
a swarm just as it is coming out is 
not new; but sometimes old things 
need to be resurrected until prospec- 
tive usera begin to see their value. 
This cage is one of the new old de- 
vices that should be made up for next 
season's use. 

It may not be necessary to ha 
such a cage where comb and extract 
honey are produced; but if one 
rearing queens he must not harbor

life. 

Be very careful when using the 
drug not to have fire gf any kind near. 
The carbon is violatile; and the re- 
sulting gas will explode with great 
violence, the same as does gasolene. 
Don't let any one with a lighted pipe 
or cigat approach When using it. As 
there is not much call for it, the bisul- 
phide of carbon is not always carried 
dy druggists, Then kerosene or gaso: 
Jene can be used in the same way, 
but about four or five times as much 
must be used fora nest.
